Because of the prominence of the

During the night on which Marie 
Christophle met her death, a fire oc- 
curred in her home. Neighbors rushed 
in and found the girl dead with wounds 
on her head. The injuries, it was ex- 
plained at the Christophle home, were 
caused by the girl being struck by 
part of the ceiling which was brought 
down by the 
fire. 
Sinister rumors, 
however, soon were 
current, and a 
postmortem examination revealed the

made the experiment in I860.

Its effects .where it has been tried 
have been satisfactory.

GAME IS PROHIBITED 


IN THE FREE LUNCH 


Commission Secretary Gives Warning 


That Protected Game Cannot 


Be Served Gratis. 


The state conservation commission 
receives many communications from 
Wisconsin saloon and hotel keepers, 
restaurants, etc., asking if they could 
serve a 
duck, mudhen or 
venison 


lunch free to their guests. 
Mr. Schei- 
bel, the secretary of the commission, 
says: 
"This is absolutely in viola- 
tion of the law. It is barter pure and 
simple. When a saloon keeper serves 
game of any kind as a free lunch it is 
done so with the idea that it will in- 
crease tus patronage, and that the 
persons who come in will spend their 
money with the intention of partaking 
of the g;ime lunch." • 


According to section 6210, of the 
laws of 191"), "no person shall sell or 
barter, or offer to sell or barter an> 
deer, or any bird for which a closed 
season 
is 
prescribed. 
Xo keeper, 
manager or steward, of any restaur- 
•ant, club, hotel, boarding house, log- 
ging camp or mining camp shall sell, 
barter, serve or give or cause to be 
sold, bartered, served or given to the 
guests or boarders thereof the meat 
of any deer, wild bird or trout of anv 
variety other than lake trout at any 
time, or the meat of any wild animal 
during the closed season therefore." 
This law, which prohibits the serv- 
ing of free game lunch in saloons, etc. 
was passed by the last legislature for 
two reasons: 
First to protect 
the 


game. 
To 
permit anything of this 
kind increases the demand for game 
and encourages the market hunters. 
Second: Because many cases 
were 
lost by the state, as the violators 
serving game dinners to their guests, 
claimed after they were arrested that 
they did not charge for the meal. 


The conservation commission warns 
hunters against shipping game birds 
by parcel post, which is against the 
postal regulations and a violation of 
the state and federal laws.

"It is stated on high authority that 
'suggestions ihave been made in the 
diplomatic circles of European chan- 
celleries declaring that the easiest so- 
lution and the one most acceptable 
to' all the warring nations would be 
the partition among them >of the Unit 
ed .States of America. The United 
States of America are a most inviting 
prize as compensation for the sacri- 
fices rendered by these nations, and 
an arrangement on the basis of the re- 
spective relations of the different na- 
tions is surprisingly practicable. 


"So far from' beins: 
a' visionary 
scheme for a solution of this great 
world conflict, the fact ia only too 
apparent that only a small part of 
the effort expended in the sanuinary 
struggle, now raging, would have suf- 
ficed to satisfy all nations In their re- 
spctive ambitions. 


"A noted diplomat declared his sur- 
prise, that this idea of the partition 
of the United States.'had not emerged 
sooner, because the land is so largely 
made up of the constituency of all 
the warring nations. 


"The tentative plan to satisfy thus 


the national ambitions of the Euro- 
pean countries at war, instead tof pro- 
longing the internicene struggle, 
is 
broadly outlined as follows: 


"Great Britain is to occupy New 


England, Maryland, Virginia, North

Lower California by ceding to it Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and part of Texas. 


"Russia will receive Alaska. 
"The. Panama Canal will be declar-

North and 'South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Washington, Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Idaho, Utah, and Col- 
orado will be consolidated into an im- 
perial crown-domain of the German 
Empire, 


"Though these 'satisfactions' are to 


be acquired In a concerted campaign, 
each of. the several nations is to ef- 
fect the occupation of its own allotted 
territory.

solution It should be appreciated that

"Truth is sometimes stranger than 
fiction. This alleged tentative under- 
standing of the powers at war may 
be relegated to imaginative fiction, 
but it is surely not stranger, than the 
sober truth, and it might ea'sily take 
its form."
